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N this little Work the Reader will find no oſ- 
tentatious Diſplay of elaborate and learned 
Criticiſm, but a ſtudied Attention to general U- 
tility and Convenience. It profeſſes to be an amen- 
ded Tranſlation of thoſe Paſſages of the New Teſta- 
ment, where the Senſe has been either impaired or 
miſtaken in our common Verſion: and, to reduce 
the Size and Coſt of the Performance as much as 
poſſible, the Quotations are of no greater Length 
than was neceſſary to point out their Connexion 
with the Context. Mere Clumſineſs of Conſtruc- 
tion, obſolete Phraſeology, or other ſmaller Im- 
proprieties and Inaccuracies, which are innume- 
rable, have been diſregarded, except when they 
occurred in the ſame Paſſage, that required an 
eſſential Correction; from which they are diſtin- 
guiſhed by Talics, as that is from the received 
Text by Carrrals: fo that the firſt Glance will 


diſoover what Alterations have been made.

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With the ſame View to general Convenience 
and the immediate Accommodation of the un. 
learned, all Remarks whatſoever have been ſap. 
preſſed; 'and a few occaſional References only 
inſerted at the Bottom of the Page, either to ſpe- 
cify where a ſimilar Correction ſhould take Place, 
or to give ſome Corroboration to the Amendment 
from parallel Paſſages of Scripture. At the ſame 
Time, I am ſenſible, that my Reputation is but 
ill conſulted by this Plan, as many capital and e- 
ven indiſputable Alterations will appear to the 
| greateſt Diſadvantage, unaccompanied by ſuch 
Proofs and Illuſtrations, which might have been 
produced in their Behalf : but the Temper of the 
Times holds forth no Encouragement to ſacred 
Criticiſm, nor indeed to theological Performances 
of any Kind; and I ſhall truſt myſelf to the Can- 
dour of the diſcerning few, who alone are capable 
of reliſhing and comprehending many of my Im- 
provements, which depend upon a minuter Skill 
in the Greek Language and a more, intimate Ac- 
quaintance with biblical Phraſeology. Some of the 
Corrections indeed have been already propoſed and 
defended in ſeveral of my Publications, and par- 
ticularly in one now in the Preſs, entirely of a 
critical Complexion ; but a more ample Diſcul- 
ſion of theſe Points is appropriated to my Miſcel- 
laneous Critici ciſms on the Old and New Tehtament, 

which

which 1 flatter myſelf are calculated to recom- 
mend the Bible to the Attention of Scholars and 
Men of Taſte, as a Volume worthy of all their 
Ingenuity and Abilities to illuſtrate and explain; 
and which I hope ſome Day to meet with Induce- 
ment to publiſh, 

Laſtly, with the ſame View, I have foreborne 
to ſwell the Work with perpetual Acknowledge- 
ments of my Obligations to former Critics ; for, 
though my own Produce is not inconſiderable, 
have collected a plentiful Harveſt from other 
Labourers. Literary Plunderers are, in my O- 
pinion, of all others the moſt deteſtable; and I 
would ever ſhow myſelf the firſt to pay the Tri- 
buteof Applauſe and Gratitude toſuperiour Learn- 
ing and Ingenuity. 

Some of my Alterations will appear at firſt 
Sight unimportant and even trivial, which, if 
conſidered in their Connexion with the Paſſage 
and compared with the received Tranſlation, will 
be diſcovered to remove ſome Difficulty, or to 
throw Light on the Argument of the Writer. But 
in ſome Inſtances, no Doubt, my Amendments 
may be purely imaginary, or, from mere Want 
of Diſcernment, totally miſtaken. _ 

I have often found it extremely difficult to give 
the clear Senſe of an obſcure Paſſage in Language 


of ſufficient Simplicity, partly from an Accumu- 


A 4 lation 
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lation of Phraſe peculiar to the Oriental Stile ; 
partly from the conſummate Art, with which our 
Tranſlators have conducted themſelves on ſome 
Occaſions; and partly from our Familiarity with 
the preſent Verſion, which ſtrangely indiſpoſes us 
to any Correction of the Sentiment and Expreſ. 
ſion, however judicious and even neceſſary it may 
be: when moſt certainly, if the propoſed Alte- 
ration had been the Original, the Subſtitution of 
the preſent Tranſlation would appear truly ſhock- 
ing, and be inſtantly exploded. The Difficul- 

ties in this Reſpect will not eaſily be apprehended, 
or even underſtood, but from actual Experience. 
Some exceptionable Paſſages of our Tranſla- 
tion are left untouched, where my Ideas of it de- 
pended on remoter Niceties of Criticiſm, and 
might have been thought at beſt but unimpor- 
tant: and ſome, where any Alteration could not 
have failed to expoſe me to an Imputation of pre- 
judiced Attachment to a particular Syſtem of Di- 
vinity. I had indeed no Deſire to raiſe againſt 
me on this Occaſion the loud Clamours of that 
numerous Tribe, the Selfiſh, the Bigotted, and 
the Dull: which, perhaps, even now I have been 
attempting «to ſtop in vain. For in one or two 
ſuch Places I have yielded to be Cloud of  Wit- 
neſſes, that ſurrounded me; and have ſacrificed 
the Timidity of my Scruples to the Truth, when

I ſhould not have heſitated a Moment at adopting 
ſuch Alterations in a Paſſage not exceptionable 
in that Reſpect. Without this Degree of Forti- 
tude, I could not have acted the Part of an in- 
genuous Critic, and a conſcientious Tranſlator of 
the Scriptures. My Learning and my Opportu- 
nities, it is true, may be circumſcribed, my Abi- 
Jities feeble, and my Inferences inconclufive : but 
of my Sincerity I have always been, and am till, 
ready to give that beſt Proof ® required by the 
GLORIOUS FOUNDER. of our Religion from his 
true Diſciples. | 
Should the Reader complain, that ſome Parts 
of the New Tefament ſtill continue in Obſcurity, 
he mult recolle&, that, even were I capable of 
explaining them, a mere Change of Expreſſion 
will not always convert Darkneſs into Light; and 
that I now appear in the Character of a Yran/lator 
only, and not of a Commentator on the Scriptures. | 
But the preſent Work, with all the diſadvan- 
| tageous Circumſtances of it's Appearance, and all 
it's Imperfections, which undoubtedly are nume- 
rous, I can affirm, with much leſs Violation ot : 
Truth than of Decorum, to be the moſt com- 
plete of the Kind yet exhibited in our Language. 
It may ſerve as no mean Specimen of my own Di- 
bgence and Accuracy in the Study of the Scrip-

tures, and as a pregnant Proof of the deplorable 


Deficiencies of our vulgar Tranſlation ; Deficien- 
cies, which loudly proclaim the Neceſſity of a 
Reviſal. And, if our Verſion of the Chriſtian 
Scriptures is ſo abundantly incorrect, I can aſſure 
the Reader, that the poetical and prophetical Wri- 
tings of the Old Teſtament are much more inade- 
quately repreſented in our Tranſlation, I aſſert 
what I can prove, and therefore without Heſita. 
tion, that I have yet ſeen no Specimens at all an- 
ſwerable to my Ideas of a comPLETE VERSION 


of the Bible. Bisnor Lowrn is a great Name 


in this Province of Scripture-Criticiſm, and any 
Inſinuation to his Diſparagement may be thought 
the Effect of Ignorance, or Malice, or Conceit. 
But, as Jam conſcious to myſelf, on one Hand, 


to uſe the Words of the incomparable Mr. Holes, 


of no © Diſtemper or Malignity ;” and, on the 
other, of ſome Skill in the ancient Languages ; 
I ſcruple not to aſſert, that his Jaiab, though it 
be a Work of great Taſte and very conſiderable 
Learning, ſo as to have made him the Mercury 
of our modern Lycaonians, who bring Oxen and 
Garlands in Abundance to his Altar; his 1/aiah, 
I ſay, is no adequate Exhibition of the great 
Hebrew Prophet. Perhaps his oriental Know- 
ledge was not ſufficiently univerſal : perhaps his 
Elegance of Taſte was more to be admired than 

FI his 
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his critical Penetration: perhaps he was not ſuf- 
ficiently attentive to thoſe Peculiarities of Eaftern 
Compoſition, with which he was undoubtedly ac- 
quainted. However this may be, as he deſerves 
great Commendation for many other Excellen- 
cies, ſo particularly for not arrogating to himſelf 
more than he poſſeſſed. Not like a celebrated 
Oxford Profeſſor, who, in his Compariſon of the 
Paſſages from the Old Teſtament quoted in the 
New with the Verſion of the LXX. and with the 
original Hebrew, mentions the Variations of the 
Syriac and other Verſions, and at the ſame Time 
very gravely and modeſtly informs us, that he does 
NOT UNDERSTAND THEM. What is this but fretch- 
ing ourſelves beyond our Meaſure, multiplying 
Books without Uſe, and often confrmng: and 
propagating Error ? 

Should any Man now put the Queſtion, What 
te conſtitutes a competent Tranſlator of the Scrip- 
« tures?” I will give him the beſt Anſwer in 
my Power,—An Acquaintance with all the Zaftern 
Languages, the Verſions in which may very pro- 
perly be conſidered as the Repreſentatives of MSS 
much more ancient than any now in Being; a 
molt intimate Knowledge of the Greek and Roman 
Authors, particularly with the Poets, who are of 
admirable Uſe in illuſtrating and exemplifying the 
Phraſcology of the ſacred Writers; a diſtin Ap- 
prehenſion

prehenſion of the Force and the Peculiarities of 
the oriental Stile, ſo very different from that of 
modern Compoſition, and ſo conſpicuous in every 
Page of the New Teſtament ; a confirmed Skill in 
conjefural Criticiſm, which not only enables us to 
ſelect the beſt Readings of the MSS and Verſions, 
but often detects the genuine Reading beyond all 
Controverſy by it's own Habit and Ingenuity ; 
and to crown all, unwearied Diligence, and a re- 
ligious Veneration for Truth, ſuperiour to all 
Temptation. But I will maintain, that no one 
Man, be his Qualifications what they may, is by 
any Means equal to that arduous Undertaking, 4 
COMPLETE TRANSLATION OF THE SCRIPTURES, 
It muſt be the joint Production of many -learned 
and judicious Critics with all the Means of Infor- 
mation in their Power. This is a Point well wor- 
thy of the ſerious Regard of our Rulers. The 
Poor have the Goſpel preached to them : but many 
Stumbling-Blocks will retard the Progreſs of 
Chriſtian Knowledge, untill an improved Verſion 
of the Bible is executed and admitted by public 
Authority. Surely the Continuance of the preſent 
erroneous Tranſlation is as diſgraceful to theſe 
Times, as to thoſe of our Fathers to have no Ver- 
© fion at all in the vulgar Tongue, This would 
alſo greatly contribute to conciliate Sceprics and 


Unbelievers of various Denominations ; whoſe 
Pre- 


w 
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Prejudices, it is probable, are ſometimes bande 
on Objections, that would have no Weight a- 
gainſt the original Writings; which Men of this 
Deſcription are not always capable of conſulting. 
If ſufficient Encouragement might be expect- 
ed, by which I mean ſimply an Indemnification 
from Loſs, I ſhould have no Objection to give an 
entire Tranſlation of the New Teſtament, and to 
contribute my Endeavours to a more perfect Re- 
preſentation of the Old by ſuch a Work as the 
preſent on the Hagiographa and the Propbets; 
for the biſtorical Parts, from very obvious Rea- 
ſons, are not ſuſceptible of ſo much Improvement. 
But this would be a Taſk of greater Pains and 
Perſeverance than will eaſily be imagined, and 
will therefore not be raſhly undertaken by any 
Man, who has Reaſon to conſider other Loſs be- 

ſides that of his Time and Labour. 

A ſmaller manageable Edition of the Greek Te/- 
tament with an improved Text would alſo be an 
uſeful Publication; to which I flatter myſelf that 
the preſent Work would eſſentially contribute. 
Scholars at preſent are greatly perplexed by the 
unauthoriſed Phraſes, the falſe Punctuation, and 

the abſurd Diviſions of the Text, as it is exhibi- 
ted in moſt Editions. But it is in vain to project 
Improvements in ſuch a lukewarm Age, ſo go- 
* yerned too by Faſhjon even in this Reſpect. Mr, 
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Bowyer's Edition, for Inſtance, has many Admi- 


rers; for what Reaſons they ſhould Inform us: 


I cannot diſcover. It remedies none of the In. 


conveniencies juſt pointed out, and is abomina- 


bly incorrect, there being no fewer than four or five 
groſs Errors of the Preſs in the Goſpel of &.. 
Matthew only. Nor can ſome of his other Pub- 
lications lay claim to greater Purity; his Pindar 
in particular, in ſome Part of which I recolle& 
the Omiſſion of an entire Verſe. A Diſgrace in- 
deed to any Editor, who makes the leaſt Preten- 
ſion to Learning and Exa&neſs ! 

If our Clergy and others would find Time and 
Inclination to read the Scriptures in their original | 
Languages more than they do, and not confide ſo 
entirely in the common Verſion, we might ſoon 
expect a more accurate Acquaintance with the 
Doctrines of our Religion, than ſeems at preſent 
to prevail. It is very lamentable, that moſt Di- 
vines never attend to the Originals at all; and 
ſome too, who ſtep forwards as Controver- 
ſialiſts, and ſit as Dictators upon religious To- 
pics, uninitiated even in the Rudiments of Philo- 
logy and Criticiſm ; with an Effrontery commen- 
ſurate only to their Ignorance. They derive their 
Knowledge, perhaps, from Inſpiration : yes, no 


Doubt, from the Inſpiration of their Mother Eu- 


nice and their Grandmother Lois.

In the preſent Publication a new Turn is given 
to ſeveral capital Paſſages in St. John's Goſpel, 
which were before either abſurd or unintelligible. 
Indeed, this laſt Review of the New Teſtament has 
given additional Strength not only to my Con- 
viction of the Truth of Chriſtianity, but to my 
Perſuaſion of the ſuperlative Excellence of that 
Goſpel. It preſents us with a more exact Repre- 
ſentation of the private Charafter of our Saviour, 
of his Reaſonings with the Jews, and his Con-.
